IMPORTANCE OF
600D ROADS.

The Atlanta Journal.

The importance of good roads to the
people of the south and indeed to the
people of the whole country is couvin-
cingly set forth in an ableand exhaus-
tive article by Logan Waller Page, di-
rector of the United States office of
good roads, in the department of agri-
culture, published in the July number
of the Worlid’s Work. '

Many of the facts and figures are
more or less familiar to those who
bave followed this discussion, but Mr,
Page takes a broader rapnge than usual
in the discussion of the general ques-
tion, and shows the importance of
gooé roads, by facts and figures, in re-
lations whkich have not heretofore been
dwelt upon in detail.

e shows that, according to the fig-
ures of the interstate commerce com-
mission, the railroads of the country
haul approxiwmately two hundred and
sixty-five million tons of agricultural,
forest and miscellaneous products a
year, and he makes the conservative
estimate that two bundred million
tons, or less than eighty per cent of
these products are hauled over the
country roads. This does not take in-
to account the millions of tons of min-
eral products which are hauled b
wagon, or the products hauled bac
and forth between the  farms and
mills.

The average haul is known to be
nine and four-tenths miles, and aver-

cost twenty-three cents per ton
per mile, (as against twenty-ﬁtya ‘cents
ten years ago;) #o that the cost' of this
transportation over country roads to
railroads amounts to four hundred and
thirty-two million, four hundred
thousand dollars, to which must be
added the products hauled to canals,
wharves and docks for shipment by

water.

. Half a billion dollars is a conserva-
tive estimate of the rural freight pill.
The average cost of hauling on the
improved highways ' of England,
France and Germany is about ten
cents per ton mile, but even if we
could reduce our present rate one-half,
or to eleven and one half cents per ton
mile, we would effect an annual eav-
ing of two hundred and fifty million
dollars a year.

To this'should be added a waste of at
least forty millions of dollars & year be-
cause of antiquated and wasteful sys-
tems of road adminjstration, and we
have an aggregate of not less than two
hundred and ninety million dollare
which might be saved to the farmers
of the country every year.

If we estimate the weur and tear of
vehiclen and the useless mumber of
horses and mules, the sum will go up
geveral million dollars more.

Seventy years ago the charge for
hauling on the old Cumberland pike
was seventeen cents per ton mile, and
this admitted of a profit, and yet todsy
it Is costing the average farmer six
cents per ton mile more than that.
There are four hundred and twenty-
five million acres of uncultivated land
in this country. The possibility of
bringing this land under cultivation
by good roads, and by an intensive
gystem of farming to get the best re-
turns from it, it is indicated by the
fact that the average revenue per acre
from wheat is only seven doliars and
three cents, of corn gnly eight dollars
and seventy-two eents, while the aver-
age revenue ptr acre from small fraits,
in 1899, was eighty dollars and eight
cents, and of vegetables, forty-two dol-
lars per acre.

There . are eight hundred and fifty
million acres of improved and unim-
proved lunds in this country, and it is
estimated that good roads would en-
hance,the value of it anywhere from
two to nipe dollars an acre. At anpav-
erage of five dollars this would increase
our national wealth by four billion
dollars.

Bad roads are a menace to health
and an obstruction to our educational
developement. The direct influence
upon the growth ot population in a
given locality is an interesting and in-
structive study. In twenty-five coun-
ties, selected at random, possessing an
average of only one and & half per cent
of improved roads, in 1904, the decrease
in populatiou averaged over thirty-one
bhundred during the ten fears between
1890 and 1900. In twenty-five other
counties, selected at random, having
an average of forty per cent of im-
proved roads, there was an average 10-
creage in population of over Lhirty-one
thousand in each county.

A loss jof thirty-one hundred as
against a gain of thirty-one thoueand
is an eloguent testimony of the impor-
tance of good roads in relation to popu-
lation.

Good roads enable the school chil-
dren in the rural ‘districits to attend
school more regularly than in the less
fortunate communities, and thisisa
matter which comes home to the peo-
ple of Georgia. It is found that in five
states with practically thirty-five per
cent of improved roads, seventy-seven
out of every one hundred pupils en-
rolled attended the public schools reg-
ularly.” But in five states—of whic
Georgia is one—having only one and a
half per cent of improved roads, only
fifty-nine out of every one hundred pu-
pils enrolled attended school regularly.
The relation of good.roads fo illiter-
acy is still further evidenced by the
fact that in four states with conspi-
ciously bad roads, having a population
of seven millions in 1900, there were
three hundred and seventy-five thous-
and white illiterates born of native
rents; whereas in four states con-
spicious for good roads and having a
population of more than six millions,
there were only twenty thousand illit-
erates.

Figures like that shouid stir our peo-
ple to action.

IS CLEMSON A
STATE COLLEGE ?

1Status of the Institution Will Be Deter-
mined by U. S. Supreme Court.

Greenville, June 30.—Growing out
of a case which was decided by the
Supreme Court of the State, the ques-
tion as to whether Clemson College is
a Btate institution or not, will be de-
finitely determined by SBupreme Court
of the United Btates.

The case is of especial interest to
the people of the State, now that there
have been so many questions raised in
regard to the College. :

t is alleged by attorneys interested
in the case that the College is Dnta
State institution, as the will of Mr.
Clemson, which made the College pos-
sible, provided for a board of trustees
which should be self-perpetuating.

On the firet day of January, 1905,
Dr. John Hopkins, a resident of Oco-
nee County, brought apn action agaicst
the Clemson Agriciltural College for
damages, which he claimed that his
bottom lands sustained by reason of
the erection by the Board of 1'rustees
of a large dike on the eastern bank o
the Seneca River, which dike, it was
alleged, prevented the natural and ac-
customed overflow of the Seneca Rive
